Shot in Back, Sheriff of 
Rockdale Charges. 


CONYERS, Ga., Oct. 30.—Walter 
Carroll, .member of the Decatur po-| 
lice force, will face preliminary trial | 
for murder here Monday morning on 
eharges growing out of the killing of 
Shirley Smith, of Rockdale county, 
Thursday afternoon. The policeman 
was not confined in jail, but is under 
technical arrest in custody of United 
States officers. : 

Smith was killed when Carroll, in 
company of federal officers, raided a 
still near Conyers, Sheriff J. F. Cook, 
of Rockdale county, said. 

Carroll reported to the sheriff that 
when Smith was surprised at the still, 
Smith ran and after a chase of half 
a mile, turned on him with a knife. 

When interviewed Friday night, 


with a knife, inflicted several cuts, 
one of them six inehes long on his 
arm. “and slashed his clothing. 
“Then I shot him,” Carroll said, 
“but the bullet entered his right side 


No Inquest Held. 

Sheriff Cook said the pistol bullet 
entered Smith’s back between the 
shoulder blades and emerged from his 
left breast. No inquest was held in-| 
asmuch as Carroll admitted’ the 
shooting. 

According to reports from prohibi- 
tion officials, the raid was made by 
United States Marshal Louis Craw- 
ford, and Prohibition Agent F. B.

Agent Duff Floyd. of Rome. Carroll

Repeal of the 18th amendment and 


enactment of proper regulatory laws 


to govern definitely and strictly the 
sale of any intoxicating liquor were 
recommended Friday in presentments 
of the September-October term Ful- 


ton county grand jury. 

“It is our belief that the cause of 
temperance would be served in this | 
manner, whereas, under the present 
prohibition laws, we feel that a great 
deal of the results of educational work 
toward temperance have been lost 
since the passage of the 18th amend- 
ment to the constitution,” the grand 
jury declared. 

The jury revealed that “sworn testi- 
mony before us was to the effect that 


it was impossible to stop the flow 
into Atlanta and the sale illicitly of 
liquors; that where one source was 
discovered and stopped, three other 
sources were developed.” 

Illicit Revenue Probiem. 

The best that could be done by offi- 
cers of the law was to arrest such 
offenders that could be caught, and 
the number so arrested was increas- 
ing. due largely to the increased trai- 
fic in liquors, the grand jury pointed 
out. 
“It was tound that many people 
normally law-abiding have utter dis- 
regard for and, in fact, in some casts, 
take a delight in breaking the prohi- 
bition laws. The trouble does not 
seem to be so much in the drinking of 
the liquor as in the illicit sale bring- 
ing in revenue to criminals, causing 
conspiracies to take place under cover, 
and in which conspiracies other crimes 
are hatched as well as plans made to 
transport or sell liquor,’ the jury 
said. 

Other recommendations of the grand 
jury include: 

1—Passage of state laws to regu- 
late sale and possession of pistols and

A century and a half before Edi- 
son's ancestors had come from Holland 
and settled in northern New Jersey, 
near the section how known as the 
Oranges. For his new, monumental 
group of laboratories and factories, 
Edison chose West Orange, near where 
his forebears had lived. 

Five concrete buildings made up the 
plant at first, one 250 feet long and 
three stories high, the rest 100 by 
25, and one story high. As the years 
went on the sdtabiieheséart grew. 

New Home, 

Within walking distance of the 
plant, Edison established his new 
home. He lived there until he died, 
except when he was at his Florida 
residence in the winter. 

The Orange laboratories were 
dreams of perfection for an inventor. 
At Menlo Park Edison and his as- 
sistants had prided themselves upon 
being able to build anything and find 
anything anybody might need. At the 
new plant this was carried even far- 
ther. Edison had much more money 
to work with than when he set up 
his establishment at Menlo Park and 
he spent it wisely. 

, Libraries and laboratories, factories 
and machine shops were combined into 


place of its sort in the world 

In 1914 fire destroyed some of the 
most valuable equipment and books of 
Edison’s collection, but the plant was 
rebuilt almost as it had been before. 
In all essentials, with due allowances 
growth, the 
plant as Edison designed it in 1886 


ihe did his last work before he died. 

Most of the plans for the establish- 
ment were drawn by Edison; he war 
an excellent, though  non-techni:ai, 
draughtsman. Designing and supervis- 
ing the Orange plant took a great deal 
of his time, but he managed to do 
valuable work in telephone and telegra- 
phy and electric lighting, along with de- 
vising and patenting a new method of 
making. plate glass and performing 
other minor feats of the sort. 

Delayed Trip. 

Edison hardly took time off for a 
honeymoon; the real wedding trip with 
the second Mrs. Edison did not come 
until 1889, when they went to the 
great Paris exposition, at which Edi- 
son’s talking machine and _ electric 
lights and dynamos made up the 
most sensational exhibit. 

France outdid herself to honor the 
visitors. Europe laid itself at the feet 
of the newsboy-telegrapher whose in- 
ventions were changing the world. The 
president of France gave the Edisons 
his opera box; leading statesmen and 
scientists of France, and later of Ger- 
many, vied each other to show honor. 

Decorations came to the inventor 
from every side. He was kept so busy 
he scarcely had time to discuss prob- 
lems of electricity with the scientists 
of Europe—the lure whieh had drawn 
him there in the first place. 

He received the tribntes graciously 
and gracefully, and left scores of good 
friends behind him. But he did not 
enjoy the trip. The honors made him 
self-conscious and the dinners gave 
him dyspepsia. 

“They tried to put a sash on me,” 
Edison said years afterward, referring 
to one of his French decorations, “but 
I could not stand for that. My wife 
had me wear the little red button, 
but wheen I saw Americans coming I 
would slip it out of my lapel. I 
thought they would jolly me for wear- 
ing it.” 

As to the dinners, Edison com- 
plained bitterly that he was forced 
to spend so much time eating that 
he had none left for the things he 
most wanted to do.

The patient has had some slight, 
perhaps unnoticed injury of the ex- 
tremity or limb. He has either neg-

“To the Honorable Judge of said

“Sir: 

“Your grand jury for the Septem- 
ber-October term of this court respect- 
fully submits its general presentments 
as follows: 

“No. 1—It has been very notice- 
able in cases brought before this 
grand jury that crimes are often com- 
mitted by the very fact of a pistol 
being at hand. and it appears that 
many such crimes would not occur 
if the ession of a pistol was more 
difficult: We, therefore, recommend 
that the proper state laws be passed 
to regulate the sale and possession of 
pistols and that these laws be very 
strict concerning the sale, permitting 
the sale only under a properly au- 


thorized permit and requiring a per- 


mit for possession; also, that such 
laws prohibit the exposure in show 
windows of pistols for sale. 

“No. 2—Many cases ht before 
this ry JF vekd involved the second 
and third offenses by the same party 
and sometimes these offenses were 
committed when the party was on

we feel that a great deal of the re 
sults of educational work toward tem- 
perance have been lost since the pas- 
sage of the 18th amendment to the 
constitution. 
Many Murder Cases. 


_ “No. 4—We have been very much 
impressed with the number of mur- 
der cases presented to tus for consid- 
eration. In one day alone there were 
six indictments drawn for murder. 
Records show that in Fulton county, 
during the 24 months ending Septem- 
ber 30, 1931, there were 164 murder 
indictments. ‘There were other mur- 
ders committed on which no indict- 
ments were drawn on account of lack 
of evidence. Of this 164, 34 were 
white and 130 colored. It is with this 
astounding amount of crime in mind 
that our recommendations above on 
the possession of pistols, multi-of- 
fenses and illicit sale of liquor have 
been made, as one or all of these three 
were present in practically all mur- 
der bills. 

“No. 5—Records show that crime 
in Fulton county has increased great- 
ly in recent years. That for the pe- 
riod of June 15, 1930 to October 15, 
1930, 577 indictments were returned 
and for the same period in 1931, 723 


indictments were returned, making a’ 


total increase of 146 or an increase 
of 25 per cent. We are told that at 
the end of the last summer recess 
of the superior court criminal divi- 
sion there were 126 untried criminal 
cases in jail, including 25 murder 
cases. The crowded condition of the 
jail is described in Section No. 15 
of these presentments. 

“It is our recommendation that 
such steps, as may be proper, be 
taken to provide for increase of trials 
of criminal cases at least until the 
trials and handling of cases equal 
the indictments returned. 

Procedure in Criminal Cases. 


“No. 6—On account of the large in- 
crease in criminal cases in all of the 
courts. of this state, and especially in 
Fulton county, we earnestly petition 
the general assembly of the state of 
Georgia at its next session to take up 
and consider a bill entitled “An act 
to Alter and Amend the Laws Relat- 
ing to Practice and Procedure in 
Criminal Cases in the Courts of This 
State.” This bill was carefully drawn 
by a committee made up of eminent

lawyers, among them ing Judge 
Samuel H. Sibley, now of the cir- 
cuit court of appeals. Two efforts 


have been made to bring this bill to 
passage, but each effort has failed. 


“It is our opinion that this is the th 


most constructive piece of legislation 
proposed in many years and will re- 
sult in saving the counties of Georgia 
large sums of money in the operating 
expenses of the courts. This bill 
would avoid delays and avoid the con- 
gested condition that we now find in 
all the courts of this state. It would 


also avoid unnecessary technicalities. 
It would also avoid repeated trials of 
joint offenders, giving the court the 
discretion of trying joint offenders 
collectively instead of separately as 
now provided by law. “It would al- 
low for the amendment of pleadings 
which would obviate postponements, 
reindictments, reassembling of the 
grand jury, resubpoenaing witnesses, 
ete. The number of peremptory chal- 
lenges have been cut down materially 
in this proposed bill, which would re- 
sult in a great saving to the coun- 
ties of Georgia. 

“We urge upon the representatives 
of Fulton county in the legislature to 
do all within their power to bring 
this bill up for passage and to urge 
its passage at the next session of the 
legislature. 

County Building Code. 

“No. 7—It has been called to our 
attention that buildings, some of them 
housing many families, are being built 
in Fulton county in such a manner 
as to create a fire hazard to the oc 
cupants, and it is the recommenda- 
tion of this grand jury that a proper 
building code modeled after the stand- 
ard building code of various cities be 
adopted for all buildings in Fulton 
county to be built with more than 
three apartments and to house more 
than three families, and that arrange- 
ments be made for building permits 
fo be secured for such buildings and 
for sufficient inspection to see that 
the code is followed, together with 
authority to stop the erection of the 
building on any violation of the code. 
The requirements of the code, in so far 
as outlets in case of fire, to apply 
to existing buildings within a reason- 
able time after the adoption of the 
code. 

“No. S—It has been noticed by 
members of this grand jury that there 
is a fairly general disregard of traffic 
laws in Atlanta. Probably the most 
generally disregarded is the question 
of parking automobiles on the public 
streets without lights at nights. Such 
a condition creates a hazard as these 
ears are usually parked in dark 
places. It is noti that many peo- 
ple are using the public streets for 
an all-night garage. This matter is 
included in our presentments with 
the request that the matter be cor- 
rected. 

Stolen Automobiles. 


“No, 9—Whereas the statement has 


been made before this jury by Officer! 


Sam Smith, regarding stolen automo- 
biles, that SO to 90 per cent of all 
ears stolen were for the purpose of 
joy-tiding and for selling parts from 
cars stolen. We, therefore, recom- 
mend that all second-hand auto shops 
and others be required to make report 
to the proper authorities of purchases 
of these aut ile ‘parts.

Key Hails Grand Jury Report 
As More Proof of Dry Failure 


Mayor James L. Key, whose asser- 
tion in Paris last summer that prohi- 
bition in the United States is a fail- 
ure and brought the wrath of anti- 
liquor forces on his head, found solace 


Friday in the presentments of the Ful- 
ton county grand jury in a demand 
for repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 

The mayor is being subjected to a 
recall effort because of his attacks on 
prohibition as a “crime breeder, a 
corrupting force in government and 
as a debaucher of the nation’s youth.” 

The grand jury followed virtually 
the same arguments which Key. has 
made and reiterated from many differ- 
ent stumps in Georgia since he re- 
turned to Atlanta from his Parisian 
visit, hailed as a hero by a large group 
throughout the nation, and as a he- 
trayer of his nation while on foreign 
shores by others. 

His statement in Paris made him 
an international figure and he has 
been the bone of contention here and 
throughout the state since his now 
famous attack on the anti-dry laws. 
_ Key hailed the findings of. the grand 
jury as “one other convincing proof 
that prohibition is a failure.” 

He asserted that anyone who takes 
the trouble to find out the facts, ex- 
cept those few “who try to ride the 
prohibition question for their private, 
personal, political or financial aggran- 
disement,” know prohibition has failed 
in its purpose. 

-“The question of the failure of pro- 
hibition is no lomger open to debate,” 
he said. ‘The best method to pursué 
in dealing with the evils ‘of prohibi- 
tion is open to question.” 


Full text of Key's statement fol- 
lows: 

“The action of the Fulton county 
grand jury in opposing present pro- 
hibition awe after a two months’ 
close experience in investigating crime 
and causes thereof, is one other con- 
vincing proof that prohibition is a 
failure. 

“They point to conditions of séciety 
that are bad—a fact which everyone. 
who has taken the trouble to find out 
the truth of the situation cheerfully 
admits, except a few who try to ride 
the prohibition question for their pri- 
vate, personal, political or financial 
aggrandisement. : ! 

“This number is so few, their in- 
fluence so small and their statements 
so wanting in argument and proof, 
that one is led to seriously question 
even their siricerity. | 

“The question of the failure of pro- 
hibition is no longer open to debate. 
The best method to pursue in dealing 
with the evils of prohibition is open 
to question. 

“My own opinion is that the pres- 

ent law should remain so as to pre- 
vent recurrence of the saloon, but our 
governments should take charge of the 
question and conduct the sales in those 
states that vote wet and prohibit sales 
in all states that vote dry. ; 
_ “There should be no private predit 
in the enterprise, All profits should 
zo.into the public treasuries of the 
country.

“Improvements are under way
